Two Bills Already Offered. 

Two counter-measures already 
have been introduced in the Sen- 
ate, both calling for voluntary 
health insurance plans and federal 
aid to the states in meeting local 
health needs. The first was spon- 
sored chiefly Senator Lister 
Hill (Dem.,), Ala ; the second, 
introduced jointly yesterday by 
Senators Taft (Rep.), Ohio; Smith 
(Rep.) New Jersey, and Donnell 
(Rep.), Missouri, provides for fed- 
eral expenditures of $1,250,000,000 
in the next five years to aid states 
in their health outlays. 

The special report presented to 
the President today said _ that 
medical societies have “instigated” 
laws in 22 states which in effect 
prevent the establishment of vol- 
untary health insurance plans un- 
less controlled by organized medi- 
cine. Missouri was not among 
those listed. 

“Choked Development.” 

“The medical societies,” said the 
report, “not only refuse to sponsor 
the type of health insurance plan 
which high professional opinion 
has recommended as able to offer 
the most adequate medical serv- 
ice at reasonable cost, but also 
have endeavored to prevent their 
individual physician members from 
prrticipating in such plans. 

“They have choked the develop- 
ment of medical insurance plans 
offering comprehensive health 
services in favor of plans offering 
or'» very limited services. 

“They have restrained doctors 
from free experimentation in im- 
proved forms of medical service, 
and have prevented the people 
from experimenting with improved 
methods of payment for service. 
Such policies are un-American re- 
strictions upon free enterprise in 
medicine. They are disadvan- 
tageous to the public. They are 
a blot upon the medical profes- 
sion.” 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, said today his subcommittee 
of the Senate Labor Committee 
might meet next week to plan 
hearings on the various health | 
bills. They probably will get un- | 
der way about three weeks after | 
the Administration bill is intro-' 
duced. 

Early in the session Murray in- | 
troduced a compulsory national 
health insurance bill but he said 
the Administration measure would 
be much more comprehensive. 
Socialized Medicine, Says Murray. 

Senator Murray called the Taft- 
Smith-Donnell plan one which 
would lead to a “vast bureaucratic 
system of socialized medicine,” 
and “directly into the Russian 
system of state medicine.” 

Murray said the bill “offers free, 
socialized medicine to some 20 per 
cent of our people. If enacted into 
law, demogogic pressures growing 
out of the fact that 80 per cent of 
our people cannot afford compre- 
hensive care would soon bring an 
expansion of the program.” 

Thus, he turned on Taft and 
others the same cry of socialized 
medicine they have raised against 
the program urged by President 
Truman, 

On the other hand, Senator 
Lforse hailed the health bil] in- 
troduced yesterday as evidence 
that efforts to “liberalize” the 
Frepublican party are “getting 
somewhere.” 

He told the Senate that if doc- 
tors want to avoid “socialized 
medicine,” they had better co-op- 
erate with those who are trying to 
work out improved health services 
“based on the free enterprise sys- 
tem.” :

The new quarters also 
include an artists’ lounge, dressing 
rooms and prop storage room. On 
a mezzanine overlooking the first 
floor studio are an observation 
room and clients’ lounge. 

With 1300 square feet of floor 
space, the new studio provides 
complete stage facilities for pro- 
ducing virtually every type of 
studio telecast, from a simple two- 
person interview to elaborate mu- 
sical and dramatic productions. 
Basic lighting is provided by 20 
banks of fluorescent lights sus- 
pended from a grid of pipe spaced 
four feet apart and extending 
from wall to wall just below the 
20-foot-high ceiling. 

Opening of the new television 
quarters marks completion of the 
million-dollar plant for 
KSD-FM and KSD-TV on which 
construction began last year.

The telephones, eight of which 
had been disconnected, were in- 
stalled on application of Firm, 
Inc., sales agency for small port- 
able gas stoves, headed by Ray- 
mond E. Muckerman of Chester- 
field. Muckerman said the tele- 
phones originally were installed 
for salesmen who rented desk 
space in thé room from his firm. 

Sx of the telephones were put 
in two years ago but the telephone 
company became suspicious when 
a request for four more was re- 
ceived two months ago. Shortly 
after the new telephones were in- 
stalled, the company sent out a 
representative to investigate. 

Affidavit Not Submitted. 

It was then indicated to the 
men using the telephones that an 
affidavit would be required stat- 
ing that the instruments were be- 
ing used only for legal purposes. 
The affidavit never was received, 
and a few days later Muckerman 
‘called up and asked that eight of 
the 10 telephones be disconnected. 

A telephone company spokesman 
said its inquiry had disclosed that 
“a bunch of boys from Kansas 
City” were the alleged salesmen 
who were to use the four tele- 
phones last installed. Most of the 
telephones in the room had un- 
listed numbers. 

Muckerman said he had request- 
ed the four new telephones when 
a metal products company indi- 
cated its intent to lease space in 
the room for four of its salesmen. 
He said he had no knowledge that 
any of the men were from Kan- 
sas City. 


I told the telephone company to 
take the phones out,” Muckerman 
said. 

Two of the 10 telephones in the 
room were extensions from a larg- 
er, adjoining room occupied by 
Muckerman’s firm. Muckerman 
said he wanted the extensions in 
the event the telephone rang while 
‘he or one of his associates were 
in the smaller room, 

“There was never a handbook 
or betting of any kind carried on 
in any of these rooms,” Mucker- 
man asserted. “I would have 
signed the affidavits for the tele- 
phone company if the rental ar- 
rangement with the metal prod- 
ucts company had gone through.”

Fort Peck Ruled Out as Atom Site 
As Dangerous to Missouri Valley 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (UP)— 
Fear of contaminating the head- 
waters of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri river valleys caused the 
Atomic Energy Commission to 
rule out Fort Peck, Mont., as the 
site of its new atomic reactor 
plant. 

Carleton Shugg, deputy general 
man of the com n, of- 
fered this explanation at a hear- 
ing before the joint Congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee yester- 


Earlier, Gov. John Bonner of 
Montana had told the committee 
that from a standpoint of nation- 
al security, Fort Peck would pro- 


vide a better location for the 
atomic plant than Arco, Idaho, 
the site chosen by the commis- 
sion. ’ 

“We could not dodge the con- 
tamination issue,” Shugg said. 
“There was definite uneasiness on 
the staff about placing the site 
at headwaters of the Missouri and 
Mississippi river valleys.” 

He said the commission so far 
has been unable to find a satis- 
factory way to dispose of mate- 
rials contaminated by radioactive 
atomic waste. 

The Arco site, Shugg said, is a 
natural sump area with no sur- 
face drainage to the Snake river, 
40 miles away. 


COMMODITY PRICES 
DOWN 3-10 OF 1 PCT., 
INDEX NOW AT 157.6 


'BLS Says All Major Groups 
* Declined in Week That 
Ended Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
—The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
today reported its commodity 
price index declined three tenths 
of 1 per cent in the week ended 
April 12. The bureau said all ma- 
jor groups of commodities de- 
clined during the week. 

The fall left the index at 157.6 
per cent of the 1926 average. This 
is one half of 1 per cent under 
four weeks ago and 3.1 per cent 
under the corresponding week a 
year ago. 

Among price developments, the 
bureau noted that the spot market 
price for lead was reduced on 
April 6 by one cent a pound in 
‘New York to 15 cents. This com- 
pares to 21.5 cents a month ago. 
The present price is the same as 
that quoted in early 1948. 


RUSSIANS USE 
18TRANSMITTERSTO 
JAM ‘VOICE’ RADIO 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP)—A 
State Department official says 
most “Voice of America” broad- 
casts to European Russia are get- 
ting through despite Soviet at- 
tempts to jam the programs. 

Charles W. Thayer, who heads 
the State Department’s Interna- 
tional Broadcasting Division, said 
also yesterday that a compara- 
tively few programs beamed at 
Asiatic Russia from Hawaii have 
been made ineffective by jamming. 

United States technicians, using 
special sounding devices, have 
determined that the Russians 
have used at least 18 radio trans- 
mitters to drown out “Voice” 
broadcasts. | 

A “Voice” spokesman said, how- 
ever, that it takes one regular 
Russian radio transmitter to jam 
every American program. 

Radio jamming was used widely 
during the war. It consists of 
broadcasting an irregular noise 
pattern which makes it impossible 
to hear the regular broadcast. 

The “Voice” broadcasts Russian- 
language programs of news, edi- 
torial] comment, entertainment and 
music for listeners in the Soviet 
Union.

Cannon’s Remarks Cited. 

Gromyko waited until Austin 
finished and then was recognized 
for a short reply to the American. 
He said Austin’s speech concern- 
ing the defensive character of 
the pact was “thoroughly hypocri- 
tical and false.” 

Gromyko. said the truth about 
the purposes of the pact would be 
found in speeches by American po- 
litical. leaders instead of by “pom- 
pous phrases about the struggle 
for peace and_ security.” He 
pointed to a recent speech by 
Representative Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, about the need for a 
quick attack in the event of a 
war with Russia, and by other 
such statements published in 
United States newspapers as 
examples of the pact. 

Cannon, chairmanof the House 
Appropriations Committee, de- 
clared Wednesday in the House 
if Russia attacked, land- 
based planes must be in a position 
to deliver the atomic bomb with- 
in three weeks to every military 
center in the Soviet Uni or 
Russia would occupy all of Eu- 
rope in 60 days. 

Cannon said the signing of the 
Atlantic pact assured that the 
bases will be available from which 
to deliver the bomb.

Gromyko told the Assembly, 
“The ‘most aggressively-minded 
apologists of the North Atlantic 
pact from ranks of United States 
political leaders are with ever 
greater frequency and frankness 
blabbing out their aggressive de- 
signs directed toward the unleash- 
ing of a new war.”

Prices Range Up to 69 Cents 
on Smaller Joints; Among 
Lowest Since OPA. 


Ham, an Easter favorite, is be- 
ing sold in St. Louis stores at 
prices ranging from 55 cents a 
pound for large hams to 69 cents 
for small. The prices were re 
ported to be among the lowest 
since OPA controls were removed 
in 1946. 

Most of the stores selling hams 
weighing 14 to- 18 pounds for 55 
cents a pound were using the meat 
as a “leader.” Prices of the small- 
er hams were from 64 to 69 cents 
a pound in the retail stores, with 
the chain stores selling their prod- 
ucts at a few cents a pound 
cheaper. : 

Lamb chops continued high.

Attorney General Points 
Out Burden Would Be 
on Race Track News 
Firm to Prove Right to 
the Service. 


An order to Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. to remove phones 
from the office of Pioneer News 
Service was expected to be issued 
late today or tomorrow by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion. The order would counter- 
mand a ruling by Circyit Judge 
James F. Nangle, who ordered 19 
telephone lines re-installed for 
Pioneer last Tuesday. 

Pioneer is the St. Louis outlet 
for the nation-wide racing news 
service controlled by the Chicago 
Capone Syndicate. It furnishes up- 
to-the-minute information on rac- 
ing at all tracks to hideaway hand- 
books in the St. Louis area. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
was conferring this afternoon with 
members of the Public Service : 
Commission, after he urged them 
in a letter to take action against 
Pioneer on their own initiative. 

Taylor’s Letter. 

In his letter to Morris E. Os- 
burn, chairman of the Commis- 
sion, Taylor wrote: 

“We believe the public interest 
and the interest of law enforce- 
ment require prompt action and 
this may best be accomplished by 
the Public Service Commission on 
its own motion. 

“For your information, we give 
you the facts relative to discon- 
tinuance of telephone service fur- 
nished the Pioneer News Service 
by Southwestern Bell.” 

Then he wrote that the commis- 
sion was aware of the telephone 


company’s tariff “which is a rule 
of your omnis on.” He Was ré 
ferring @ company’s regula- 


tion reading: 

“The telephone company shall 
be authorized to discontinue serv- 
ice upon notice from any official 
charged with enforcement of law, 
stating that such service is being 
used as an instrumentality to vio 
late the law.” 

On Feb. 5, 1947, former Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly and Taylor sent 
a telegram to the phone company, 
saying Pioneer was using its tele- 
phones to violate the law. Serv- 
ice was disconnected the following 
day. 

Points to Time Lag. 

Taylor continued: “No legal ef- 
fort was made by Pioneer to have 
such services restored until March 
18, 1949, when it filed in Circuit 
Court of St. Louis a petition for 
a writ of mandatory injunction.” 

The State of Missouri, Taylor 
related, filed a motion to inter- 
vene, which was granted by the 
Court. Then Southwestern Bell 
and the state filed motions to dis- 
miss Pioneer’s suit on the ground 
that the Public Service Commis- 
sion had exclusive jurisidiction, 
the motions were argued April 7, 
and Judge. Nangle made his rul- 
ing Tuesday. 

“We call your attention par- 
ticularly,” Taylor wrote, “to the 
finding of the Court that jurisdic- 
tion in the action lies exclusively 
in your body and to the fact that 
the judgment and decree of the 
court ordered restoration of serv- 
ice and enjoined Southwestern Bell 
from discontinuing service until 
such time as it may be author- 
ized to do so by order of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission.” 

Discussing the letter, Taylor 
said he understood action now 
would be taken by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission on its own motion, 

Against Seeking Writ. 

Taylor and attorneys for the 
telephone company had discussed 
applying for a writ of prohibition 
against Judge Nangle but decided 
that would not serve their pur- 
pose. 

If an order is issued by the com- 
mission to disconnect the tele- 
phones, the burden would be on 
Pioneer to establish its right to 
telephone servicé, Taylor pointed 
out. 

In a proceeding two years ago, 
the Public Service Commission up- 
held the validity of Southwestern 
Bell’s service rule. The commis- 
sion ruled in favor of the phone 
company when Harmony Publish- 
ing Co. appealed for restoration 
of its service. Harmony is the 
Kansas City racing news service 
controlled by the Capone gang. 

Besides the injunction suit to 
regain its 19 business telephones, 
Pioneer sued Southwestern Bell 
for $100,000 damages, alleging it 
lost business to that extent in the 
two years since the phones were 
removed. 

Judge Nangle “commanded” the 
telephone company to restore serv- 
ice to Pioneer “until such time as 
the defendant (Southwestern Bell) 
may be authorized to discontinue 
service by order of the Public 
Service Commission.” 

“While deferring to the juris- 
diction of the commission,” Judge 
Nangle wrote, “the court is of the 
opinion that its equity jurisdiction 
is properly invoked to the limited 
extent of prescribing behavior of 
the parties while they await action 
by the commission.”

‘Parachute Packer Collapses 


in Hangar—Had Been With | 


Unit Since 1922. | 


Master Sgt. James L.. Tate, vet- 
eran parachute packer for the 
Seventy-first Fighter Squadron of 
the Missouri Air National Guard, 
collapsed and died today in e 
National Guard hangar at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. He had been 
under a physician’s care for a 
heart ailment. 

Sgt. Tate, who was 66 years old, 
lived at 7577 Shaftesbury avenue, 
University City. He Had been a 
member of the Missouri: Air Na- 
tional Guard since it was organ- 
ized in 1922. 

Some 30 flyers who owed their | 
lives to Sgt. Tate’s skill at para- 
chute-packing were members_of 
an informal group known “as 
“Tate’s Caterpillars.” Among the | 
members of the exclusive organ- 
ization were Charles A. Lindbergh, 
James Doolittle, and the late Staf- 
ford (Casey) Lambert. 

Twice in the 1920s Lindbergh 
was forced to bail out of airplanes 
with Tate-packed parachutes, and 
Doolittle also used Tate-packed 
‘chutes twice, one in an air race 
at Cleveland and again when the 
wings of an airplane he was fly- 
ing fell off above old Curtiss- 
Steinberg Airport on the East Side. 

Sgt. Tate, who never packed a 
parachute which didn’t open when 
needed, had a collection of ex- 
Pansive presents given him by

They will use the reports of the 
Hoover Commission, which were 
highly critical of the status quo, 
and testimony at forthcoming in- 
quiries and hearings, to prove 
their point that the best solution 
of the problems of natural re- 
source development rests in agen- 
cies modeled after the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. 

Response to the CVA proposal 
has been favorable among pro- 
gressive groups. 

The Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations immediately indorsed 
it, as did the Department of In- 
terior, which would lose by it.

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GREEKS REPORT 
RENEWED FHT 
AL OVER COUNTRY 


Giinine See One of 
Most Savage Bettles of 
War Is Under Way in 
Grammos Area. 


ATHENS, April 15 (AP)—Fight- 
ing has broken out again all over 
Greece, the government reported 
today. 

A communique told of wide- 
spread clashes in every part of 
the country. It claimed 107 Com- | 
munist-led guerrillas were killed | 
and 114 captured. It admitted 
government losses of 18 men killed 
and 56 wounded. 

One of the fiercest and most 
savage hattles of the entire civil 
war is reported in the Grammos 
region ef northwestern Greece. 
Press reports say it is being fought 
at close range, with grenades and 
knives causing heavy casualties on 
both sides. 

The government claims the 
“elimination” of the Iast guerrilla 
stronghold in the southeastern | 
Peloponnesus is in its final stage | 
and says the remnant of a for-. 
merly strong rebel band in Thes- | 
gsaly has been wiped out. 

The communique said bitter 
fighting continued in eastern 
Macedonia. 

Meanwhile the head of the td 
ernment workers’ union said their 
10-day old strike would go on. | 

“We shall not yield to threats,” 
he said. “Our struggle is national 
and aims to consolidate the social 
rezime.” 


FAIR DEAL DEM&CRAS BACK 
FDR, JR. FOR CONGRESS 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP)— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. last 
night received the backing of the 
Fair Deal Semocrats, an anti- 
Tammany group, in his campaign 
for a vacant congressional seat. 
Roosevelt had been rejected by. 
Tammany, the Manhattan Demo- 
cratic organization, 

The Fair Deal group said it was 
backing Roosevelt’s candidacy as 
“part and parcel of the Fair Deal 
Democrats’ fight against the pres- 
en leadership of Tammany Hall.” 

Roorevelt was named the candi- 
date of the Liberal party, a New 
York state group, after Tammany 
leaders selected Muniicipal Cour 
Justice Benjamin Shalleck. The 
conrressional vacancy Was created 
in the Twentieth district by the 
death of Sol Bloom, Democrat. 

Democratic State Chairman 
Paul E. Fitzpatrick said he was 
not taking part in the Twelfth 
District contest. Although the 
Tammany Hal] leaders’s majority 
is for Shalleck, one Tammany 
leader in the district, Robert B. 
Biaikie, is supporting Roosevelt. 


SECRET RED CHECK REPORTED 
ON LOYALTY OF MEMBERS 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP)— 
The Communist party is making 
a secret nation-wide check on the 
loyalty of its enrolled members to 
the Red cause, the Herald Tribune 
reported today. 

The newspaper said the check 
was reported to have been started 
“because of the stunfiing blow 
dealt the left-wing cause by the 
testimony of a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation undercover agent at 
the Communist trial here.” 

The defendants and other party 
members “suffered a severe jolt,” 
the Herald Tribune said, when 
Herbert A. Philbrick, a Boston ad- 
vertising executive who was in’ 
the party’s good graces for nine | 
years, took the stand last week. | 

Philbrick, a Government sur 
prise witness, testified against 11 
top Communist leaders charged 
with conspiracy to teach ahd advo- 
cate forcible Overthrow of the 
Government. He said he joined 
the party as a patriotic duty, and 
fed Communist secrets to the FBI. 


U.N. GROUP FOR FREEST 
. MOVEMENT OF REPORTERS 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., April 5 
(AP)—The United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly’s Social Committee . 
voted yesterday to “encourage the 
freest .possible movement of for- 
eign correspondents” in reporting 
international news. 

The action was taken by the 58- | 
nation committee in approving the | 
second article of a proposed U.N. 
convention to guarantee unham- 
pered international transmission 
of news. 

By a vote, of 36 to 6, the commit- 
tee defeated a Polish amendment 
to withhold free press guarantees 
for correspondents connected with 
Nazi-Fascist organizations or “per- 
sons known for their slanderous 
statements regarding the people 
of any of the contracting states to 
whose territory they wish to pro- 
ceed.”

ECRETARY OF STATE DEAN ACHESON expects the cold war 
with Russia to last a long time. He says the Western world has 
taken the initiative away from Russia during the last year and 


a half, but that the end of the struggle is not yet in sight. 


The final outcome will take the 
form of a victory for the western 
democracies provided they display 
“unending diligence” and “unend- 
ing courage no matter how diffi- 
cult conditions may be.” 

This estimate of the western 
conflict with Russia came from 
Acheson yesterday during a lunch- 
eon meeting of delegates to the 
council of the Inter-American De- 
fense Organization. 

Acheson had first delivered a 
prepared address in which he 
dealt in general and familiar 
terms with the world situation. 
Later he spoke again informally 


and without prior preparation in | 
response to a toast to the United 


States. 

Achievements As Background. 

Diplomats attached particular 
importance to his words to the 
extent that they reflected the 
views of the United States’s for- 
eign policy chief at the end of a 
particularily successful period of 
western diplomacy. He _ spoke 
against the background of the 
signing of the North Atlantic 
Treaty here two weeks ago and 
complete agreement among the 
United States, Britain and France 
on the future of western Ger- 
many a week ago. 

While Acheson did not specific- 
ally refer to these achievements 
or to the European Recovery Pro- 
gram in his brief talk he did de- 
clare “in the past 18 months the 
forces of liberty have gained the 
initiative. We are approaching 
the time when we can speak on 
equal terms with those who do 
not agree with us—not only in a 
spirit of friendship but with equal 
strength.” 

However, he made clear that he, 
does not believe the newly won 
unity and the growing strength 
of the western world mean that 


the Russians will quickly come to 
terms. 
“I should like to say our trou- 


| bles are, in my opinion, only tem- 


porary and that they will shortly 
disappear, but I cannot in honesty 
say this.” 

Warns Against Compromise. 

He told the meeting that there 
are “two forces at work in the 
world,” and added: “The outcome 
will be decided by our courage in 
meeting the exigencies before us, 
by unending diligence and atten- 
tion to the danger before us. We 
need unending courage no matter 


how difficult conditions may be.” 

“Men in your position, and mine, 
are torn between what we like to 
feel and what we know is true,” he 
said. “But we must never compro- 
mise in that situation. If we do 
not dare to tell the people when 
they are in dire peril, then we 


are not fulfilling our responsibil- 
ities.” 


Earlier in the day, disclosure of 
Acheson's flat opposition to a 
| $1,500,000,000 China aid bill in the 
, Senate apparently ended once and

Y Dear Senator Connally: * 
The following comments on 
S.1063 are offered in response 

to your request as conveyed by 
Mr. O’Day, clerk of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, in his 
letter of Feb. 28, 1949. It is the 
(State) Department’s view that 
the bill proposed aid of a magni- 
tude and character unwarranted 
by present circumstances in China. 


Despite the present aid program 
authorized by the last Congress, 
together with the very substantial 
other aid extended by the United 
States to China since V-J day, ag- 
gregating over $2,000,000,000, the 
economic and military position of 
the Chinese Government has de- 
teriorated to the point where the 
Chinese Communists hold almost 
all important areas of China from 
Manchuria to the Yangtze river 
and have the military capability 
of expanding their control to the 
populous areas of the Yangtze val- 
ley and of eventually dominating. 
south CVina. 

Dangers in Further Aid. 


The National Government does 
not have the military capability of 
maintaining a foothold in South 
China against a determined com- 
munist advance. The Chinese 
Government forces have lost no 
battles during the past year be- 
cause of lack of ammunition and 
equipment, while the Chinese 
Communists have captured the 
major portion of military supplies, 
exclusive of ammunition, furnished 
the Chinese government by the 
United States since V-J day. There 
is no evidence that the furnishing 
of additional military material 
would alter the pattern of current 
developments in China. 

There is, however, ample evi- 
dence that the Chinese people are 
weary of hostilities and that there 
is an overwhelming desire for 
peace at any price. 


vice would only prolong hostilities 
and the suffering of the Chinese 
people and would arouse in them 
deep resentment against the 
United States. 

Yet, to furnish the military 
means for bringing about a re- 
versal of the present deterioration

Marshall's Report Recalled. 

The United States has in the 
past sought to encourage the Chi- 
nese Government to initiate those 
vital measures necessary to pro- 
vide a basis for economic im- 
provement and political stability. 
It has recognized that, in the 
absence of a Chinese Government 
capable of initiating such meas- 
ures and winning popular support, 
United States aid of great magni- 
tude would be dissipated and 
United States attempts to guide 
the operations of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment would be ineffective and 
probably lead to direct involve- 
ment in China’s fratricidal war- 
fare. Gen, (George C.) Marshall 
reflected these considerations 
when he stated in February 1948 
that an attempt to underwrite the 
Chinese economy and the Chinese 
Government’s military effort rep- 
resented a burden on the United 
States economy and a military re- 
sponsibility which he could not 
recommend as a course of action 
for this Government. 

Despite the above observations, 
it would be undesirable for the 
United States precipitously to 
cease aid to areas under the con- 
trol of the Chinese Government 
which it continues to recognize. 
Future developments in China, in- 
cluding the outcome of political 
negotiations now being wunder- 
taken, are uncertain. Considera- 
tion is being given, therefore, to 
a request for congressional action 
to extend the authority of the 
China Aid Act of 1948 to permit 
commitment of unobligated ap- 
propriations for a limited period 
beyond April 2, 1949, the present 
expiration date of the act. If 
during such a period, the situation 
in China clarifies itself suffici- 
ently, further recommendations 
might be made. 

Because of the urgency of the 
matter this letter has not been 
cleared by the Bureau of the 
Budget, to which copies are being 
sent.

The ECA information budget in 
Europe is barely $500,000 a year. 
Half of that is in foreign currency 
from counterpart-funds set up by 
individual countries to match their 
dollar-aid from the United States. 

Individual Nations Help. 

Friendly’s information staff is 
small because ERP countries are 
pledged to do most of the public- 
ity about recovery for themselves, 

Britain, Italy, and the Scandi- 
navian powers have been first- 
class in informing their publics 
of ERP plans, hopes and achieve- 
ments. Some others are as yet 
less effective. 

Friendly, who gets along on his 
information budget without asking 
for more, estimates that Commu- 
nist parties in western Europe 
probably spend 20 times as much 
on denouncing ERP as is spent by 
all other sources in defending it. 

ECA buys no European news- 
papers, subsidizes no editors. Yet 
on the whole it can report a gen- 
erous allotment of space by free 
publishers to news and comment 
on recovery. 

In France alone, Communists 
have 30 newspapers and period- 
icals dedicated to fighting ERP. 

However, favorable newspaper 
coverage is fragmentary at best. 
ERP involves knotty questions of 
trade, production, finance and in- 
ternational economics. Reducing 
these to simple terms for the 


average reader is a never-ending 
problem, 

Special pamphlets, in ECA’s 
opinion, help. One by the Nor- 
wegian Labor party, explaining 
ERP, was distributed to 1,000,000 
Norwegians. 

ERP documentary films have 
been made in France, Italy and 
Austria. More apparently are 
needed. 


Handicap for Publicists. 

A handicap for ECA information 
men is that the original title of 
the recovery program—the Mar- 
shall plan—was formally shelved. 
Mafshall, of itself, was a name 
with loads of persona! and historic 
significance. 

In its place are alphabetical 
combinations: ERP, ECA and 
OEEC, the latter standing for Or- 
ganization for European Econom- 
ic Co-operation, in which 19 par- 
ticipant governments confer. 

A greater handiiap for ECA in- 
formation men is that ERP aid is 
split into many indirect forms, in- 
cluding remote banking operations, 
Its effects are widely diffused and 
correspondingly difficult for the 
average European to measure.

HE small-business men of 

America have a new voice in

Frear, the junior Senator, is no 
duPont. He owes no allegiance 
to the duPonts. He is head of a 
family business which retails milk, 
coal and farm machinery, with 
feed, fertilizer and seed as side- 
lines. The duPont industries have 
headquarters in the smoking, 
belching, chemical city of Wil- 
mington and reach out to Detroit 
and the rest of the nation. The 
Frear industries stick to Dela- 
ware’s quiet, almost bucolic capi- 
tal city of Dover, where the 
Frears have been farmers for 
more than 100 years. 

“Dover is the most democratic 
town in the country,” Senator 
Frear will tell you. “You know, 
there’s a local saying about Dover: 
Stop any citizen on the street 
and he will have at lIcast 5 cents 
in his pockets and not more 
than $5.” 

TyPical Small-business Man. 

A Hollywood casting director 
might search the world for a 
typical small-business man and 
find no better type than J. A. 
Frear Jr. of Dover. 

Frear qualifies. He comes from 
one of the smallest states in the 
union, with a population of less 
than 300,000. He is engaged in 
what is increasingly described as 
small-business as distinguished 
from the big monopolies. 

“I am 100 per cent for the small- 
business man,” he declares. 

“How about your own busi- 
ness?” he was asked. 

“We are smaller than the small,” 
he protests modestly. 

Senator Frear can qualify in 
other small ways. Probably he 
is the smallest Senator of them 
all, physically. He doesn’t stand 
much over five feet tall and he 
could weigh in somewhere be- 
tween a featherweight and a 
lightweight. He has the compen- 
sating cockiness that goes with 
little fellows trying to get along 
in a big man’s world, but he has 
sense enough to subdue himself 
during his freshman year on 
Capitol Hill.

reluctant to divulge, is “Bump.” 
It has nothing to do with jive 
talk.

“You just can’t beat the great 
Amerjcan system of free enter- 
prise,” says left-of-center Frear. 
“It allowed, the development of 
our greatest industries, and kept 
them growing by means of compe- 
tition.

WASHINGTON, April 15. 
EGARDLESS of any possible 
R aciay in setting up the pro- 
posed German federal republic, 
two preliminary steps are sched- 
uled for, the immediate future. 
One is the organization of an 
international authority for the 
Ruhr. The second is fusion of the 
American, British and French 
zones in west Germany into a 
single administrative unit. 

The Ruhr authority will not be- 
gin exercising its functions, how- 
ever, until just before the new 
German government is established. 
The agreement reached in Lon- 
don on Dec. 28 and approved re- 
cently in Washington by Secre- 

of State Acheson, British 
Foreign Secretary Bevin and 
French Foreign Minister Schu- 
man, is to be signed formally in 
London. Then the United King- 
dom will summon an organization 
meeting, probably in London, 
which will work out details of 
the project. The United States 
member of the Ruhr authority 
council has not yet been selected. 

Program for Trizonia. 

A similar program for the or- 
ganization of Trizonia, Secretary 
Acheson has explained, will be 
completed prior to the birth of the 
German federal republic. Agree- 
ment to merge the three zones 
has been reached, he said, and 
the basic principles have been 
formulated. What remains to do, 
declared he, is to elaborate de- 
tails, such as the exact composi- 
tion of the various staffs, This, 
in -his opinion, will not be diffi- 
cult. ‘ 

Answering outcries from some 
German politicians against what 
they brand as the excessive rigors 
of the three-power occupation 
statute announced a few days ago, 
Acheson recommended that they 
study its fourth article.

Dr. Fairchild Is No Dove 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

’ Your report of the “Peace Rally” at 
Kiel Auditorium sponsored by the Na- 
tional Council of Arts, Sciences and 
‘Professions, seemed exceedingly fair. 
Your only omission was some back- 
ground on Dr. Henry Pratt Fairchild, the 
sociologist who substituted for Comrade 
Dmitri Shostakovich, the musician. How 
in the name of all that’s decent the 
sponsoring group’ could have put Dr. 
Fairchild on its program passes my 
comprehension. 

Dr. Fairchild published in 1947 a 
Dook, “Race and Nationality.” Covered 
‘with some phrases regarding his con- 
cern for minority groups, it led its 
readers into one of the deepest traps of 
prejudice to be published by a scholar 
in recent years. Concerning immigra- 
tion into the United States, for instance, 
he has this to say on page 203: “True 
liberalism, in its long-time meaning, de- 
mands that the United States preserve 
at all costs its own internal stability 
and cohesiveness, and its ability to act 
with assurance and ciarity as a self- 
conscious and self-reliant unit. This 
may involve a firm refusal to open its 
‘doors more widely than at present for 
the admission of the needy and de- 
pressed millions of less favored lands.” 
This was written at a time when, con- 
trary to Dr. Fairchild, liberals were 
fighting for the admission of DPs and 
the liberalization of quota restrictions. 


If this were his only prejudice it 
would be bad enough, but he must run 
the entire gamut.

There would seem to be 
only one defensible conclusion, which is 
‘that there must be differences of greater 
or less significance in the mental, emo- 
tional and temperamental equipment of 
the different racial groups.” This after 
ali the revealing sociological and an- 
thropological studies of recent years 
‘which have shown the contrary to be 
true. 

How could I. F. Stone, Jew and ardent 
protagonist for Zionism, who appeared 
on the same platform, find common 
ground with Dr. Fairchild? For in his 
hook Dr. Fairchild takes out after the 
; minorities ag well as the ra- 
cial minorities. He spends about three 
pages illustrating his theory about 
“the frankly financial flavor that char- 
acterizes Jewish betrothal arrangements 
dn general.” Stronger language has sel- 
dom found its way into books, even of 
the rabble-rousing variety. But this is 
the type of man brought to St. Louis as 
a dove of peace. If that be peace, may 
we long be preserved from it!

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A Streetcar Named Garbage 
Go the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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Betrayal by the Press 

A particularly nauseous footnote to the his- 
tory of the Green Administration in Illinois is 
the revelation that editors and publishers of at 
least 32 downstate newspapers were on the 
state payroll Simce January, 1943 they hi- 
jacked more than $300,000 from the pocket of 
the people of Illinois. 

Some of these newspaper men did work at 
their state jobs. The chief function of many 
of the others, however, says Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent Roy J. Harris, “was te print canned 
editorials and news stories lauding accomplish- 
ments of the Republican state administration.” 


No doubt many of these double-dealers could 
often be heard in pious praise and fervent de- 
fense of the great American principle of free- 
dom of the press. Yet they prostituted their 
own press freedom by taking money from the 
state treasury. 

Did any of these editors tell their readers the 
truth about the Green Administration? Does a 
dog bite the hand that feeds him? 

The scandals of the Green Administration 
were an open book to any independent investi- 
gator and to any honest newspaper man. The 
people were entitled to be told about them. 
Yet the editors’ mouths were closed and their 
consciences, if any, stilled by pieces of silver. 

Fortunately, the people of Illinois learned 
about the Green scandals from sources other 
than their local newspapers. They buried Green 
and his gang under an avalanche of votes. But 
what do they think of a press which had sold 
out to the same Green gang? 


Even the editors who actually worked on their 


* state jobs were in a questionable ethical posi- 


tion. How can an editor serve two masters? 
How can he take a job as state employe and. 
still bring to the high calling of editorship that 
disinterestedness necessary to a decent news- 
paper? 

A conspicuous example of an editor who 
works both sides of the street is V. Y. Dallman 
of the Illinois State Register. When he isn’t 
editing his paper, Mr. Dallman is United States 
Collector of Internal Revenue, a job he has 
held since 1933. If a scandal occurred in the 
Federal building at Springfield involving Mr. 
Dallman’s Democratic cronies, what would Mr. 
Dallman do? Would he be a newspaper man 
first and a Federal patronage-receiver second? 

There has been a good deal of discussion re- 
cently about the gulf between the American 
press and the people. The Illinois revelation 
will widen the gulf. Readers of those Illinois 
papers whose editors were on the payroll must 
rightly feel that they have been betrayed. 

It is humiliating to be compelled to report 
and comment on ‘this shameful chapter in 
American journalism. 
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For a Lien-and-Recovery Law 

It’s a pity the old-age pension issue in Mis- 
souri must be fought out on the present lines, 
for it is certain that innocent people will get 
hurt. 

The battle lines were drawn, however, by the 
powerful pension*bloc when it killed a lien- 
recovery bill by a 24-to-1 Hause committee vote. 
This measure would have entitled the state to 
collect its outlay to a pensioner from any estate 
he left behind. Twenty-seven states have found 


- that such laws get rid of pensioners whose close 


relatives are able to support them. 

For lack of such a law, free riders in Mis- 
souri are picking the pockets of state and fed- 
etal taxpayers who meet the bill. But the 
absence also hurts the state’s really indigent 
people, bécause the swelling number of chiselers 
on the rolls cuts down the amount of money 
available for those who actually need aid. 

The absence of a lien-and-recovery law works 
still more direct hardship on old people who 
own homes but have no income. They cannot 
eat their homes. Yet the present law must ex- 
clude people with property which exceeds a 
moderate value, for the way would otherwise 
be open to still more flagrant abuses. Once 
the state adopted lien-and-recovery, the automa- 
tic repayment from the inheritance of pension- 
ers’ heirs would end the need for the property 
limitation. 

A lien-and-recovery bill was passed by the 
last State Senate, but failed to become law. The 
chances of putting through such a bill may seem 
slim against the opposition of Gov. Smith, who 
has always belonged to the pension bloc. Yet 
the effort is worth making, for any solution on 
other lines can only be very costly. Now that 
Mr. Smith is the state’s chief executive, he may 
come to agree that his present policy can only 
wrong more people than it can serve.

CVA to the Front 


The CVA bill which Representatives Jackson 
and Mitchell of Washington have introduced in 
the House with President Truman's blessing is 
a decided step in the right direction. It may 
not go all the way, but from first reports it 
provides these basic essentials: 

1. A single agency of management instead 
of the hydra-headed management which the 
Army Engineers and Reclamation Bureau are 
operating in the Columbia and Missouri valleys. 
“It is plain common sense,” says the Presi- 
dent, “that the planning and operation of the 
system of river structures is a job for a single 
agency.” : 

2. The single agency of management would 
plan for the valley as a whole. At first it would 
embrace only the Army Engineers’ functions of 
navigation, power and flood control and the 
Reclamation Bureau’s function of irrigation. It 
would then fashion plans which would bring 
in soils, forests, minerals, fish and wildlife. In- 
stead of various agencies competing for appro- 
priations from Congress, there will be one 
agency seeking appropriations on the basis of 
need, for allocation among the several purposes 
according to their importance. 

3. The CVA will be an independent agency. 
This means it will make decisions right in the 
Columbia valley. It will be a fellow-citizen 
of the people of the Columbia valléy instead of 
a stranger in far-off Washington. As the Presi- 
dent says, the field committees set up under the 
Army Engineers-Reclamation Bureau arrange- 
ment were lacking in power and important prob- 
lems had to be referred to Washington. These 
are problems that can best be décided on the 
spot. Under CVA they will be. 

The CVA bill was introduced. because the 
makeshift offered by the Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau failed to work. It was 
holding up flood control while these agencies 
squabbled over who should do the job. It was 
holding up new power production in a region 
potentially rich in electric power but suffering 
from a shortage of it. 

All this is as true of the Missouri Valley as 
of the Columbia Valley. We need and we de- 


serve a more coherent management and a 
more comprehensive plan than the Army Engi- 
neers and the Reclamation Bureau are able to 
give us. Congress should be willing to examine 
the needs of both these valleys in the light of 
reason, not in the dark of prejudice. To that 
end, the CVA bill deserves a different kind of 
hearing from the one, stacked in advance, to 
which the MVA ‘bill has been ‘entrusted in the 
Senate. nex 
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More Slowly, Gentlemen 

Should ‘the -King-Thompson and Madison 
Acts be repealed in toto? Obviously not. Both 
laws have important safeguards against abuses 
by laber. But the Missouri. House Committee 
on Labor has reperted out bills to repeal the 
two laws, while the Senate Labor Committee 
has voted to repeal the Madison Act. 

The King-Thompson Act prohibits public util- 
ity strikes: It stops labor from cutting off 
water, gas, electricity and thus paralyzing whole 
communities. It grew out of a series of such 
strikes here and eleswhere. The law’s value 
was shown in a threatened Union Electric strike 
last year, when the union’s business agent said 
it would be confined to Illinois plants. This was 
a high compliment to the King-Thompson law. 

The Madison Act is aimed at secondary boy- 
cotts, jurisidictional strikes, walkouts by public 
employes and the violation of wnion contracts. 
These practices need to be curbed. In St. Louis 
we -have just had a crippling jurisdictional 
strike by AFL laborers. It involved a quarrel 
with AFL carpenters as to who should do cer- 


tain work. The public, an innocent bystander, ‘ 


suffered. Badly needed construction was halted. 
The Madison Act can be used to stop this type 
of strike. 

It may be the penalties of the King-Thomp- 
son Act are too severe and should be modified. 
Some of the provisions of the Madison Act 
are subject to criticism. Like any other new 
laws, they should be examined and refined in 
the light of their performance. But we do 
not think the Missouri Legislature will be so 
foolish as to repeal both these laws in their 
entirety, any more than the Congress of the 
United States will be so foolish as to repeal the 
Taft-Hartley Act in its entirety.

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Fair Interest Rates Move Ahead 


As far as the Missouri House is concerned, 
the small-loan lobby has pushed too hard and 
shown its greed once too often. First there 
were angry speeches: The lobbyists dared to call 
legislators from the floor; they promised re- 
election help; their boldness surpassed “‘the ef- 
frontery of the old railroad lobby in its hey- 
day,” etc. Then the House repelled, 74 to 54, 
an attempt to resurrect the loan lobby’s 27 per 
cent interest bill. 

Instead, the House decided to allow a maxi- 
mum of 18 per cent. This will produce fair 
profits for well-managed loan companies, so 
any higher rate would be unjust to borrowers. 
Majority Leader Turley led the fight for this 
bill. Representative Roos of St. Louis also de- 
serves special- mention because he set aside his 
own original interest rate proposal, got behind 
the Turley bill and succeeded in adding severe 
penalties for the charging of excessive interest. 
The result is that a fair and sound bill is but 
one step from final House passage. 

Interest rates still must come before the Sen- 
ate, which has catered to the lenders in the 
past. There are some new Senators with no 
love of the loan lobby, however, and it looks as 
though the outcome might turn on Gov. Smith’s 
attitude. The Governor has just urged the Legis- 
lature to curb loan sharks, but he says he 
doesn’t know what the interest rate should be. 
He might get an idea from former Gov. Don- 
nelly’s two vetoes of loan lobby bills because 
the interest rates were much too high. 

The House is producing a bill that both sets 
fair rates and accomplishes the Governor's de- 
sire to stop loan-sharkery. A boost from him 
would help it along. 
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The Big Popcorn Fight 
There ought to be some middle ground in a 
state as big as Oregon between the moviegoers 


‘who want popcorn eaten in the theaters and 


those who don’t. And we believe there is. 

Non-popcorn-eating theater-goers go to the 
movies strictly to see the movies. With them 
the thing’s the play, the whole play, and noth- 
ing but the play. They are roughly compar- 
able to bridge players who don't like to talk 
during the game. They take their movies seri- 
ously, and they expect other people to take 
them seriously too. 

In general, the aforementioned theater-goers 
frequent the picture palaces. Another breed of 
theater-goer entirely goes to the neighborhood 
movie. With them, the film is important, but 
it isn’t everything. It is part of an occasion. 
The occasion consists of bundling the family off 
to the nearest movie theater and ensconcing it 
with all the trimmings. Decisions whether to 
eat- popcorn, or candy, or peanuts, are just as 
important as the selection of the movie itself. 

Some movie-goers combine both tastes in one 
person. Sometimes they like their films with 
popcorn, sometimes Without. “To a large extent 
it depends on the character of the movie. It 
isn’t any harder to’ imagine seeing “Hamlet” 
with popcorn than it is to imagine seeing the 
latest Gene Autry or Roy Rogers opus without. 

As a practical compromise, we suggest that 
the Oregonians permit popcorn eating in movie 
houses containing less than 500 pounds of gilt 
bric-a-brac, and bar it in those with a larger 
volume of architectural confetti. That ought to 
make everybody happy.

A Big Steal From the Cities

1 Half the nation’s driving is on city streets but cities get only one- 
twelfth of the motor vehicle revenues; the truck and bus lobby pro- 
of poses to take away even that meager allowance; this, says a munici- 
pal expert, is a big reason that city real estate taxes are high.

State governments, last year collected 
two billion dollars from motor fuel and 
motor vehicle taxes. Though a dollar isn’t 
what it used to be, a couple billion of 
them is still a lot of money. The intrigu- 
ing thing about this money, however, is 
what happened to it. 


Virtually every turn of a motor vehicle 
wheel, with some tax-free exceptions, con- 
tributed to this revenue total. Public Roads 
Administration figures reveal that about 
half the nation’s auto vehicle mileage is 
traveled fnside city limits. Yet a pathetic 
one twelfth or less of total motor vehicle 
revenues was allocated to help cities and 
towns maintain their streets. 


More than 50 per cent of total collections, 
meanwhile, went to finance state highways 
and another 20 per cent to county ard 
other local roads. This distribution cer- 
tainly is the “Big Steal” formula of the 
century. 


Pay Heavy, Get Nothing 


As if this bald discrimination against 
urban motorists were not enough, the Na- 
tional Highway Users’ Conference now as- 
serts that none of the hundreds of millions 
collected annually from city drivers should 
be used for city streets. N.H.U.C, repre- 
sents the trucking industry, intercity busses, 
and certain rural interests. It wants all 
motor vehicle revenues spent outside of 
cities no matter how the money originates, 
except for amounts required on arterial 
highways running through population cen- 
ters. 


Urban citizens wonder why their local 
rea] estate taxes are high. A lot of the 
proceeds go to build and repair city streets, 
while the gasoline tax and motor user 
taxes paid by urban citizens are used to 
finance highways for the groups behind 
N.H.U.C, 


This organization has just published a 
new bulletin titled “Planning and Financ- 
ing Our Highways.” Motor vehicle rev- 
enues, according the bulletin, should be 
used almost exclusively for a national sys- 
tem of interstate highways, for primary 
and secondary state highways, and land 


serviee roads. Cify streéts should share 
in these revenues only when they are con- 
nections in the interstate or state systems. 


Says N.H.U.C.: “Tye remainder of the 
cost ef such arterial streets and all of the 
cost of streets of predominantly local use 
should be paid with revenues raised locally 
other than from motor vehicle use tazes.* 
The italics are indignantly ours. The 
situation as it already exists in most states 
¥s bad enough. North Carolina is a good 
example, as indicated by this excerpt from 
an article in the Charlotte: News: 


A Billion a Year 


“When a Charlottean motorist cranks up 
for a trip east to-the Carolina beaches 
or west to the mountains, his car glides 
over the finest type of pavement. But if 
he walks out of his house, gets into his 
car and heads for town, he will bump over 
corduroy ridges. ... While the Charlotte 
city government and other towns and cities 
struggle under heavy budgets that leave no 
money for adequate street maintenance, 
the (state highway) commission is raking 
in cash at the rate of $3,000,000 a month. 


“By. far the greater part of this sum is 
being paid by city dwellers, who might 


“expect something in return for aching 


backs and blowouts. But municipalities re- 
ceive only about one-fortieth for mainte- 
nance of state highways within incorpo- 
rated limits.” 

Of. course, the N.H.U.C. is expected to 
object strenuously to such writing. It does 
not believe in diversion of motor user taxes 
—unless, of course, the money is ear- 
marked for roads N.H.U.C. wants. It is a 
sin, according to N.H.U.C., to divert motor 
user revenues for non-highway purposes— 
but it can see no ethical problem in divert- 
ing the money paid by city residents to 
use somewhere else. 

Can any concept of justice, fairness, de- 
cency, democracy, economy, taxation, 
proper finance, common sense, or public 
responsibility subscribe to a system which 
takes close to a billion dollars a year from 
one group and advocates its use for three 
or four other limited groups? ... The issue 
is that simple, too.

The United States Information. Service, a 
State Department undertaking top keep the 
outside world informed about us through 
magazines, books and other publications, 
tells the interesting story of what happened 
in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, to an American 
mail order company catalogue. 

A copy was put on display in the Infor- 
mation Service rooms, and as soon as the 
word got around, so many Yugoslavs came 
to see it that there was a-daily line around 
the block. Yugoslavs can, or could, obtain 
dollar drafts up to $6, and the persons who 
came to consult the catalogle were choos- 
ing $6 worth of merchandise that evidently 
they considered quite glittering. But it got 
to be too much of a good thing; the $6 deal 
was canceled by the Yugoslav Government, 
which, being Communist, took the view 
that Belgrade’s citizens were being led on 
the high road to capitalist hell. 


Mail order catalogues have a long and 
fascinating history. They have been used 
for many purposes. There is the story of 


the Canadian mother who was marooned in 
Russia with her small boy. She wanted 
him to learn English, but all he heard and 
read was Russian. Her problem was solved 
when she had the great good fortune to fall 
heir to an American mail order house cata- 
logue. With it she taught her son English; 
it was easy because of the abundance of 
illustrations. 

Sach a catalogue is a nightmare to Com- 
munist propagandists who try to make 
their people believe they live in paradise. 
Here are thousands of attractive items at 
prices working people can afford; here is a 
cross section of capitalist America with 
short but enticing descriptions. Here is 
the result of a comfort hardly known or 
even dreamed of in many lands. 

If it were not for the danger of killing 
many persons, the Information Service 
could do no better than to drop mailorder 


_ catalogues from the air by the thousands. 


Behind the Iron Curtain, there could be no 
better subversive propaganda. 


Between Book Ends 


First of Modern Poets 


IMMORTAL DIAMOND: 
HOPKINS, Edited ieoune ‘Were Sh gore] 
and Ward, 450 pgs., $5.00.) 

The ‘superficial facts about this “first of 
modern poets” are few. He was born in 
1844 at Stratford, Essex, and attended 
Highgate School- and Balliol College, Ox- 
ford..He wag the pupil of Jowett-and Pater, 
devoted friend of Robert Bridges, and dis- 
ciple first of Pusey and Liddon and then 
of Newman. He was converted to the Cath- 
olic Church in 1866, entered the Jesuit 
novitiate in 1868, and was ordained a priest 
in 1877, The remainder of his life passed. 
as preacher (London, Chesterfield, Oxford, 
Liverpool) and teacher (classics at Stoney- 
hurst and—188 till his death in 1889—~ 
professor of Greek at the Royal University, 
Dublin). 

Hopkins’ total poetic product amounted 
to hardly more than, 100 pages, but quali- 
tatively it places him among the most sir- 
nificant poets of the past century. An 
austere ornament of the life devotional and 
intellectual, he lived in the faith that “Im- 
mortal beauty is death with duty,” and 
maintained that “the only just judge, the 
only just literary critic, is Christ, who 
prizes, is proud of, and admires, more than 
any man, more than the receiver himseif 
can, the gifts of his own making.” Mest 
of his poems passed to Robert Bridges in 
letters, and did not reach the public ur‘’! 
long after his death, Bridges issuing fir.., 
in 1918, a nearly complete edition which 
was reissued, with additions, in 1£30. 

The poems, ¢'- 
tilled from pain azxd 
purity and  actu.e 
perception, disclose 
the inner life of ore 
who had “the poet’s 
pen, the . painter's 
eye, and the musi- 
cian’s ear.” Highly 
original in the use 
of words (he coined 
many, applied old 
words in new senses, 
and drew also on 
provincial and di- 
alectical usage), and 
challengingly diverse 
in metrical experi- 
ments, he passes for many readers beyond 
the accepted condensation of poetry and 
into puzzling obscurity. One of the essays 
in this laudatory volume, for example, uses 
30 pages to explain his sonnet “The Wind- 
hover,” described by one enthusiast as 
“the greatest poem in the English lan- 
guage” and by Hopkins himself as his mas- 
terpiece, “the best thing I ever wrote.” 

Inevitably, his reputation suffered from 
unsympathetic treatment by a few intem- 
perate critics to whom he has seemed “a 
frustrated voluptuary,” “a genius blasted 
by asceticism,” “a soured and disappointed 
man,” etc. To set the real truth more un- 
derstandably before the world is the pur- 
pose of the volume of eleven studies pre- 
pared originally to celebrate the poet- 
priest’s centennial but delayed by wartime 
conditions and only now finally published.

Hopkins 
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New Dealers’ View of the Fair Deal 


HE observance of the féurth anniversary of President Truman's 

accession to the highest office in the land marks a kind of his- 

torical dividing line. While the Fair Deal of the Truman Admin- 
istration grew out of the New Deal of the Roosevelt era, it can now 
be considered on its own merits or demerits. 


The personnel has almost en- 
tirely changed. With the resigna- 
tion of James Forrestal as Sec- 
retary of Defense, the last mem- 
ber of the Roose- gu ie; 
velt Cabinet @ } A 
stepped down. 
And Forrestal 
was a wartime 
rather than a 
New Deal par- 
ticipant. 

Here in Wash- 
ington are many 
of the figures 
out of the New 
Deal. Some are 
in retirement, 
others are busy 
making money 
in law offices. They are on the 
outside looking in, where once 
they wielded great power and in- 
fluence. 

I asked several of these retired 
New Dealers to talk about the 
Fair Deal. How does it look from 
the outside? How do the two 
deals compare? 

Speaking frankly and not for 
quotation, they provided an in- 
teresting analysis. Part of their 
criticism may perhaps be put 
down to the natura] jealousy and 
resentment of the king’s hench- 
man who is now outside the walls 
of the palace where once he 
helped to run the state. 


Promises Too Much. 


The chief criticism from the 
New Dealers is on two counts. 
First, they say that Truman prom- 
ises too much. While this crit- 
icism may draw cynical laughter 
from the Roosevelt-haters (a most 
persistent and enduring tribe), 
the New Dealers go on to docu- 
ment their point. 

Truman, they say, promises 
everyone everything. That is a 
dangerous thing to do, particular- 
ly when the gulf between prom- 
ise and performance grows ever 
wider. 

You have to concentrate your 
promises, say the ex-New Dealers. 
Then at fairly frequent intervals 
you have to prove that you can 
deliver. 

Failing to deliver, Truman is 
drawing on the bank of the good 
will created by F.D.R. He ex- 
ploits the social-economic rela- 
tions that Roosevelt established 
through long and skillful educa- 
tion of the electorate in repeated 
campaigns. But he adds little 
or nothing to this process of edu- 
cation. 

The real danger, as those out- 
side looking in see it, is failure.

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The New Films 
"By Myles Standish 


Fine Ballet and Stock Drama 

HE world of the ballet has been given a romantic and 
T glamorous treatment in the English production, “THE 

RED SHOES,” opening tonight at the SHADY UAK 
THEATER. The brilliant producer-writer-director team of 

Michael Powell and Emeric Pressburger 
have made it a fine and beguiling film in 
‘many ways. It has some lovely Technicolor, 
crisp portrayals of the strange and in many 
ways childlike beings who inhabit the ballet, 
and a gorgeous full-length original ballet, 
“The Red Shoes,” from the Hans Christian 
Andersen fairy tale, which serves as the ful- 
ecrum of the plot. 

They have, however, laid it on the frame of a trite back- 
@tage story which culminates in false tragedy and a touch of 
bathos. The gentle but penetrating satiric invari of the 
pair's “Colonel Blimp,” and “Stairway to Heaven,” is sadly 
missed. It is as if they had been taken in by the artificial 
dramatic values and spurious glamor the ballet people place 
on themselves. Instead of remaining slightly skeptical out- 
siders, regarding this exotic flower of stagecraft with objective 
tongue-in-cheek, they“have become whole-hearted balletomanes, 


speaking dramatically in the lush and sometimes purple tones 
of the ballet world. 


The pilot tries to carry out the significance of the title 
ballet, about a girl who is bewitched by some magic red 
slippers, dons them and dances herself to death, unable to 
stop as she is magnetized between poles of good and evil, 
represented by a Satanic shoemaker (Leonide Massine) and 
her lover (Robert Helpmann). 

This is wonderfully done as ballet. The stage expands 
beyond reality, as it used to do in the super musical revues, 
but here it expands with imagination and vivid flowing line, 
with impressionistic and surrealistic sets that fall away before 
each other, delicate use of color combinations, a lambent, 
burgeoning musical score by Brian Easdale, allusive panto- 
mime and choreography, in short, an excursion into illusion by 
a poetic combination of the arts. 


* * * 

But taking the same theme into the cold light of dramatic 
realism leaves it looking rather silly and phony. We have 
Lermontov, a megalomanic ballet impresario, (finely played 
by Anton Walbrook), who treats ballet as a religion and insists 
that his company members eschew any outside interests at all, 
including love. 4s any ballet company is notoriously replete 
with love affairs of all imaginable descriptions, that's pretty 
funny to start with. 


Anyway, the impresario fires one ballerina for getting 
married, is enraged when he finds her successor (Moira 
Shearer) has fallen in love with a composer-conductor (Marius 
Goring) and fires the conductor. The danseuse quits too, and 
marries the’ musician. But she can’t stay away from that old 
lure of the ballet, comes back for another performance of 
“The Red Shoes.” Her husband gives her the hard choice 
between him and Lermontov’s ballet, and storms away. 
takes the matter a little more seriously than necessary, we 
thought, and effects a rather dubious compromise by throwing 
herself ‘in front of a train. While she’s dying outside in a 
bright splash of Technicolor blood, the ballet goes on inside 
the theater with only a spotlight to indicate where she should 
have danced. 


Oh, well, they had to have some sort of a plot as an excuse 
to run in the ballet, as the average film goer hasn’t yet 
reached the stage of evolution where he’ll take ballet straight 
without sugar on it. 


Handsome Soap Opera 
‘M-G-M has done “LITTLE WOMEN” again, this time in 
handsome Technicglor,,and a new list of young contract 
beauties. The sentimental Louisa May Alcott yarn of family 
life in New England during the Civil War period is still 
satisfying meat for those ladies who enjoy 
nothing better than a good cry, but to a 
hardened observer it smacks of well and ex- 
pensively produced soap opera. 

The movie, showing at LUEW’S STATE, 
starting tomorrow, was much More genuine 
and touching in its first film version back 
in 1933, starring Katharine Hepburn, Joan 

Bennett, and the lovely Frances Dee, if our memory is ac- 
curate and hasn’t placed the aura of remoteness over it. This 
bas some charm of mood and setting, and a richness of 
physical detail—some of the outdoor scenes look like Currier 
and Ives prints. But to anyone allergic to concocted senti- 
ment, it doesn’t become truly heart-warming except in one 
or two spots, as the touching nuance that is achieved when 
one of the girls sells her hair to get money for their mother 
to go to a Washington hospigal to visit their father. 

The girls are not made quite the vivid personalities that 
one remembers. Perhaps the chief fault is in June Allyson 
as Jo. Though we detected traces of the strident Hepburn 
mannerisms in her speech at times, she isn’t able to give any 
dépth or style to the part. Elizabeth Taylor as a blonde Amy 
seems less at home in that vain and feather-headed role. 
Janct Leigh is a pretty nonentity as Meg. We thought Mar- 
garet O’Brien’s protracted illness scenes dull and unmoving. 
Mary Astor gives her usual good performance as the mother, 
and Peter Lawford and Rossano Brazzi are good enough as 
Laurie and Prof. Bhaer. 


English Whodunit 


‘“GREEN FOR DANGER,” the British film which opens 
at the ART THEATER tomorrow, is a rather conventional 
murder mystery laid in a hospital during the buzz-bomb terror. 
But it is done with some intelligence, has a departure in the

Tests Show 
The Results 
Of Smoking 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HAT effect does smoking to- 
W bacco have on the heart and 
blood vessels? This question 
nearly always starts an argu- 
ment. Evidence is beginning to 
accumulate that should settle any 
argument concerning the effects 
of tobacco on the blood vessels. 
Experiments done under con- 
trolled conditions tend to indi- 
cate that tobacco produces defi- 
nite and well defined changes in 
the blood vessels. Smoking tobac- 
co will cause an increase in the 
pulse rate and blood pressure. 


Changes also occur in the metab-_ 


olism rate and in the electro- 
cardiogram. 

Constriction of the small blood 
vessels in the skin causes the 
temperature of the skin to drop 


' slightly. The effects on the skin 


blood vessels last longer than the 
other changes which occur. The 
changes which ocour in the blood 
vessels are more marked in some 
people than in others. When 
nicotine is injected into the vein, 
it produces changes similar to 
those produced by tobacco smok- 
ing. 

These experiments indicate that 
while smoking may be harmless 
to a lot of people, it is probably 
detrimental to the health of cer- 
tain individuals.

They do not understand 
even now that the U.S.S.R. has 
created conditions that make a 
pact of this kind the only way to 
give the democracies of the world 
some sense of security, not for 
aggression but for defense, What 
misunderstandings can exist be- 
tween people! They think we want 
war and we think the facts show 
just the opposite. We want peace, 
and the Soviet Union has acted in 
a way to create apprehension. 

On the whole, I do ngt think 
Mr. Gromyko sounds as belligetent 
as Andrei Vishinsky, but ‘the 
things he said were just as deVvas- 
tating and will have to be an- 
swered. The representative from 
New Zealand, Sir Carl Berenson, 
made a very telling speech after- 
ward, in which he remarked that 
it was confusing to follow the 
Russian polemics all around the 
world. Following him, the delegate 
from Peru really made a fine ora- 
tion, which I think must have 
made a considerable impression 
on the entire audience. These two 
speeches brought us back to the 
subject in hand, which was the 
modifications proposed in the use 
of the veto. This discussion will be 
continued tomorrow.

O you know that the purpose 

of rouge is to emphasize the 

modeling of your face or to 
perfect its shape? Its purpose is 
not to give you colorful rosy 
cheeks—contrary to the way it ap- 
pears on far too many women's 
faces. 

Of all cosmetics, rouge is the 
most misused. Women forget that 
it is the brightest color there is 
and therefore draws attention to 
itself. As in all cosmetics except 
lipstick, any rouge you use should 
not be detectable, even on careful 
scrutiny! 

When you start to apply rouge, 
remember that too much rouge 
makes you look as though you 
have a fever—and rouge in the 
wrong places looks like a case of 
swollen glands. I’m sure neither 
of these effects is what you have 
in mind, 


With the shape of your face in 
mind, and the knowledge that 
rouge is to be used to help perfect 
that shape, consider these prin- 
ciples: If you have over-wide or 
prominent cheek bones, apply 
rouge close to your nose, so that 
it will not further broaden your 
face. Rouge kept close to your 
nose will flatteringly lengthen the 
round face. It will also minimize 
the pointed chin. 


If you have a square or long 
face, your problem is quite differ- 
ent. To help give your face. the

OME day in the United States 


we shall catch up again on pri- 

vate housing and on hotels. 
Then—blessed day—hotel clerks 
will stop frowning and demand- 
ing, “You don’t expect to get a 
room here, do you? What do you 
think this is and who do you think 
you are?” 

They again will long for cus- 
tomers, and there will be great 
meetings of hotel men to discuss 
whether the best way to increase 
business would be to put up more 
virulent Neon signs, to install tele- 
vision sets in the bedrooms and 
a soft-drink machine in the lobby, 
or to train the desk clerks, the 
Greeters, to leap over the counter, 
kiss each arriving prospect, and 
cry, “We love you—the manage- 
ment loves you—I personally love 
you.” As these meetings every- 
thing will be suggested except 
making the guests more comfort- 
able and keeping the hotel more 
quiet. 

But some rare genius among 
these hote] men may think of go- 
ing to Europe to find how these 
hotels waddle on so successfully 
that, after it has been open for 
40 years, a European inn will still 
be known as bright and novel. 

In Italy, at least, in 1949, he 
will find the hotels up to before- 
the-war excellence, except that, 
with hesitating electric supply, 
the elevators sometimes strike and 
in many hotels it is necessary to 
stretch out the central heating 
with electric stoves. 

In the bedrooms he will again 
find what was so familiar and 
diverting to American visitors of 
old. Beside the bedroom telephone 
is the shiny little black box with 
buttons and beside them the three 
little dancing figures to represent 
the waiter. the chambermaid and 
the facchino, who does your shoes 
and sweeps the floor. As it once 
was, it is luxury to the service- 
starved American to have a reg- 
ular roomwaiter. 


You do not telephone your order 
for a neal down to a bored and 
overbusy man of mystery—you'll 
always forget the marmalade, but 
he will attend to forgetting the 
bacon and the orange juice. You 
do not walt half an hour and ir- 
ritably phone down, “Where’s my 
breakfast?” to which invariably, 
probably by law, the invisible bu- 
reaucrat will answer, “It’s on the 
way up.” American hotels are 
jammed with lost and wandering 
waiters who for hours have been 
on their way up. 

In Europe, one regular waiter, 
with a younger colleague for his 
hours off, jis responsible — will 
even, often, listen to you. He 
pops in to take the order and it 
is up to him to bring it. And the 
chances are that the apprentice, 
whom he is training in the proud 
art of being a waiter, is his son. 


In America, except for a few ~ 


great restaurants, every waiter is 
irritated and a little ashamed by 
waiting on people; he hates it and 
plans to get out of it, and he 
makes us feel uneasy and a little 
guilty over having another human 
being serve us.

ation of Chinese 
By Frank Colby 


why some broadcasters say 
“jahng” for the Generalissimo’s 
name Chiang?—F.M.S. 


Answer: According to Webster’s 
Biographical Dictionary (G. and 
C. Merriam Co.) the name Chjang 
is pronounced jee-AHNG. Other 
authorities pronounce it “chee- 
AHNG” oy “chung.” My letter ask- 
ing Madame Chiang for the cor- 
rect pronunciation has not been 
answered. 

If the pronunciation is “jee- 
AHNG,” why is the name spelled 
“chiang”? 

To answer that question, let me 
explain that the Chinese do not 
spell with an alphabet. They write 
by means of ideograms or«sym- 
bolic characters which stand for 
the words and names. 

Now it was necessary to work 
out some way of expressing the 
sound of Chinese words and names 
by means of the Roman alphabet. 
So, during the middle of the lasf 
century, an English professor of 
Chinese at Cambridge, Sir Thomas 
Francis Wade, invented the Wade 
system of English phonetic spell- 
ing for the exact sounds of Chi- 
nese characters. Most authorities 
stif use the Wade system. Are you 
still with me? Don’t go away, for 
what follows is incredible. 

The Wade system is—well, in- 
sane is about the best word to de- 
scribe it. Instead of spelling 
phonetically, it doesn’t spell at all! 
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Let me give you a few examples: 

A province in. China is called 
“reh-hoe.” Wade's spelling is 
“Jehol.” A district is called “jow- 
joe.” Wade's spelling is “Chiao- 
chow.” An important province is 
called “juh-jee-AHNG.” Wade 
makes everything beautifully clear 
by the spelling “Chekiang”!

N THE great majority of deals 
|: player should describe his 

own holding as accurately as 
possible, by means of appropriate 
bids, and not take it upon him- 
self to “bid his partner’s cards.” 
Occasionally, however, this proc- 
ess simply will not work! In those 
cases, the player must take a 
stand concerning the probable 
winning-trick total of the com- 
bined twenty-six cards! Let’s look 
at one of these latter cases: 

South, dealer. se 

Both sides vulnerable. 

K8&3 


South opened the bidding with 
one spade. (Some good players 
would bid a club with South’s 
hand, but in the opfnion of this 
writer, such a practice is to be 
condemned.) 

With the opponents staying out 
of the auction, the bidding then 
proceeded: two hearts by North, 
three clubs by South. When this 
three-club bid got around. to 
North, . certain inferences were 
unmistakable. South must have 
at least ten cards in the black 
suits; and he could not be weaker 
than ace-queer in both of those 
suits to justify his bidding, unless 
he happened to have the ace or 
king of hearts, or the king of dia- 
monds. South’s rapid ascension to 
the three-level could not have 
been justified on lesser values. 

North fully realized that he 
could, if he chose, bid‘ three dia- 
monds over three clubs in an ef- 
fort to show control of diamonds, 
and later jump to five clubs as a 
slam invitation. He also appre- 
ciated the more important fact, 
however, that this course of bid- 
ding might do South no good 
whatsoever; that if South had 
only his minimum for the two 
bids made, he would be unable to 
move over five clubs. 

So, on the not-illogical assump- 
tion that South’s maximum three 
red cards figured to be a single- 
ton heart and two diamonds 
rather than the other way round, 
North took it upon himself to 
jump straight from three clubs to 
six clubs. In so doing, he was 
technically overbidding his own 
holding, but he was ably diagnos- 
ing the combined resources.
